•THE ELECTRIC SUCKER. 


A German's Account of a Wonderful 


Found In the Mile. 


In an article in Ueber Land unc 


Mcer on ' 'Electrical Phenomena In thi 
Animal World," Dr Frohch tells abou 
a sncker first found in the Nile anfl its 
tributaries by modern scientific men in 
1681, but well known to the ancien 
Egyptians as the "sncker thtmderer 
god," being worshiped as such in a 
sucker god temple in the city of the 
thunder sucker, or Oryrrhynchos. 
Th( 


leasou they called it the thunder suck 
er, instead of the "thunder flsh, " was 
because they knew of another fish 
knovni to tho English speaking peopli 
as tho electric cat (fish), to the German: 
svs the zitterwels, or the shad that 
makes one tremble Iv grows to a length 
of about a foot, of which tho head anc 
nose take up n quarter, and at the deep 
est part measures more than a quarter 
of its length. 


Just why the modern scientific men 


did not know of this fish before is a 
question a layman finds it hard to an- 
swer except that the smoker is a bottomy 
fish The old Egyptians probably learned 
of the animal after a Nile flood, when 
some philooopliei was meditating over 
a mud puddle left by the receding wa- 
ter. Ho saw a funny fish struggling in 
the water, and, out of a desire for 
knowledge, readied for the fish and 
touched it 
If thero were any disciples 


of the philosopher hard by, they proba- 
bly -snw the philosopher act surprising- 
ly — as the stoic Indian did when he got 
hold of a galvanic battery 
Theieafter 


the fi-sh was worshiped, having a ii.uuo 
which associated it with tho "thunder 
god of the skies, ' ' although the ancient1; 
knew nothing of electricity according to 
the learned of today.

human bather, the batl'i would know 
of its proximity by f n "electrical sen- 
sation," while many of tl 'm have bat- 
teries actually fit to kill a horse on con- 
tact These fish aio far ahead of the hu- 
man beings in the irattei of wejpuis, 
"for they stun their prey at a great dis- 
tance in the vt atcr "

any irregularity that may serrn tu ex- 
ist 
This is nearly always neglected, 


and the result is, that if thero is cause 
for fault finding it is limited to a fc,* 
who, 
without any prejudice or feflnif,- 


of enmitr towards any party CO:K' -i. t<j, 
by calling the attention of the public 
to its own interest and affairs, aro im- 
mediately pronounced cranks or some- 
thing worse. 


Now, to go into a few details regard- 


ing the revenue from taxation, licenses, 
official fees and other rources, no mat- 
ter how or from whence it comes, it is 
derived from

apportioned to salaries, schools, roadp, 
indigent and other expenses, presuma- 
bly for the public good and for the up- 
building and advancement of the com- 
munity. 


Approximately, nearly $75,000 a. ye-ir, 


not considering the State's proportion, 
is collected from the people of Washoo 
county for the above puiposes and in a 
majority of instances when a taxpayer 
is asked who pays the greater propor- 
tion of this, according to the valuation, 
one is immediately [answered, that the 
corporations, mortgage holders, capi- 
talists, etc., of course, because they 
have the greater interests. 


This is not true, although they may 


pay a greater amount of money, they 
in reality pay the minimum rate of 
taxation, viz. $2 90 on tho $100 valua- 
tion, or whatever the levy may be. The 
truth is that the struggling business 
man pays perhaps five or six times the 
rate levied on each $100 valuation. An 
example or two taken fiom actual bus- 
iness life in Reno may, perhaps, illus- 
trate the proposition more clearly: 


A certain business man in Beno not

On his assessed valuation of $1,000, 01 
$11 60 on the $100, every Item of which 
is a tax and which goes into the public 
service and cannot be called anything 
else. 


In addition to this the same man pays 


a revenue license to conduct his busi- 
ness, rents, water, lights, clerk and the 
usual expenses connected with an or- 
dinary business place. 


This man, and he is only one of an 


hundred examples that can be given in 
Reno, Us paying an absolute tax of 
$11 60 on the $100 valuation, while the 
man that owns or has the mortgage on 
the building that the former is doing 
business in, with a valuation of proba- 
bly $5,000, pays at the rate of $2 90 or 
$145, and the other pays $116 on $1,000. 


Is it any wonder that business men 


are pushed and compelled to scratch 
and figure and in the end go to the wall 
and have their creditors insinuate that 
there has been crookedness or some 
other dishonest feature in their failure? 
The question is one worthy of consid- 
eration and if the public safety, im- 
provement, convenience, etc., must be 
subserved, let 
everyone interested 


share alike in the expense.

Strong Figuring Against the 


Defense — Some In-

OAKSOS CITT, April 2-i, 1890. 


Warren Noteware, chief clerk of the 


mint, resumed the witness stand under 
the examination of Genera) Clarke for 
the prosecution. The two bogus melts 
of 1891 aggregated 453 ounces, valued 
at $8,400; the two made in 1892 aggre- 
gated 1,278 ounces, valued at $15,300; 
total $23,700. Another bogus melt in 
1894 was 1,045 ounces, valued at $19,400, 
with the famous Bodie melt, making 
six bogus melts 
in all discovered. 


This is the weight and value of the 
originals or genuine mclta represented 
or misrepresented by the bogus. I am 
unable to state the value of the bogus 
melts. 


These newly discovered bogus melts 


have been found within the last three 
weeks, or since tho other trial of Mr. 
Jones. Witness then gave the full de- 
tailed history of that bogus Bodie 
melt which fell short over $20,000, too 
familiar in our reports for repetition. 
Its discovery wr.s the first clue to the 
shortage, the records following up, as 
has been even more recently developed 


John T. Jones was in the mint from ! 


March, 1890, till July, 1895, when he 
was suspended. 
He was assistant; 


under Zabriskie, Melter and Kefiner in 
1891-92, when the first four bogue 
melts mentioned were made. 


Cross examined by Woodburn—I be- 


came chief clerk of the mint in July, 
1894, which position I still occupy. I 
have no connection with any of the 
other departments of the mint, but 
necessarily have a general knowlege of 
them all. 
I act sometimes in place of 


the Superintendent in case of his ab- 
sence; have had no experience in the 
mint business outside of this one. 
Defendant waa working manager in 
his department, but did not practically 
perform the duties or work of melter; 
don't know of any experience he had in 
that line. 


Witness gave a mass of figures about 


the shortage and statements as to the 
duties of tho officials and employes of 
the mint, repeating what he gave at the 
former trial. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Learned of the loss of the small gold 


bar No. 166 from Harris. There is no 
record of its ever going to the refinery. 
The bogus Bodie melt shoe bars, ten in 
number, were shown to the jury. Wit- 
ness read a long list of melts from the 
consolidation melts book and showed 
to tho jury how the four leaves had 
been ingeniously abstracted from it, 
preventing the tracing of the bogus 
melts from first to last. All is straight 
and correct since Harris came in as 
Melter and Refiner. 


The molds in which the bogus Bodie 


molt weve cast were shown to the jury, 
also ;the stamps or dies for marking 
bullion bars. 
Also a box full of small 


gold bars brought over from the mint 
from three to thirty ounces each, which 
General Clarke explained and illus- 
trated were easy for any one to slip 
into his pocket if dishonestly disposed. 
The original Bodie melt consiated of 
seven bars and a link, or one-third, in- 
creased to ten bars and a link in the 
bogus.

SlSOKElESS POWDER. 


lit Admntage* sad Dlradnntaeea Vor the 


Sportuuan Described. 


According to a Sportsmen's Review 


writer, smokeless powder IS confusingly 
varying. If the rifle is used on a warm 
day, it shoots with smokeless powder 
with flat trajectory and great penetra- 
tion, but on a cold day it seems to bo 
frozen stiff and shoots differently, tak- 
ing a high trajectory and giving less 
penetration, and so tho smokeless pow- 
der user would do Vv-oll to take a ther- 
mometer along marked with tho varia- 
tion of inches in the trajectory. 
The 


smokeless powder would be worth tho 
trouble, evidently, because "the bullet 
fired by 80 grains of the smokeless tore 
a third larger hole than the bullet fired 
by 75 grains of black powder." That 
means that a doer shot in the paunch 
with a 45 caliber bullet driven by 
smokeless would die in half tho time 
that one shot with a black powder driv- 
en bullet would, because the shock is so 
much greater with the swifter smoke- 
less ball, which literally flies to pieces. 


Another thing about the smokeless 


powder is not inconsiderable. 


"It was as good a hold as ever I 


made," the experimenter writes, "und 
the antelope wilted in his tracks. The 
band bunched up and ran in a semicir- 
cle at about the same distance* (125 
yards) from me, and I got in two more 
smokeless shots, and then by mistake 
one of black powder. I knew the latter 
immediately, for on firing it the 200 
animals disappeared in a cloud of smoke 
that only dissipated as the tail end of 
the lot bobbed over the hill crest. I had 
killed every one that I shot at." With 
all smokeless powder shells, he would 
have got two more shots anyhow. 


In the woods more so than on the 


plains the smoke of a gun is distressing, 
especially when the game is on the hus- 
;ling jump. 
More than one man has 


jumped sideways after each shot to get 
mother because of the smoke. A boy 
using a 45-70 rifle at a deer on an Adi- 
rondack runway jumped down a 10 foot 
sank, striking in waist deep water, that 
le might get another shot at tho deer. 
The last shot killed tho deer as it land- 
ed on a rock ready for a leap into thick 
brush. It was a still day, with no wind, 
and the five phots fired left u cloud of 
smoke in the air for lo minutes after.
